Virtually there are no 
factories here, and one of the prob- 
lems of Washington has been to decide 
.whether or, not factories should be ad- 
mitted. . Wen connected with certain 
businesses nstitrally desire that manu- 
facturing establishments slmll be al- 
lowed to come' here. Conirrpssv as K. 
rule, has been against any such propo- 
sition.

tendings are of a fair, beaotlful white

made.a smoky city by the advent of
